The ho no r o f being cho sen queen 
o f the carnival is o ne that any 
yo ung lady might feel pro ud o f ; 
and in the mo re than 200 cities 
where street fairs have been held 
the patrio tism exhibited by the 
yo ung ladies 
wo n fo r them the 
co mmendatio n o f ail classes o f peo -

Up to no o n to day the to tal sub­ 
scriptio ns to the street fair fund 
were abo ut $2,400, and the co m­ 
mittees are still at wo rk. 
General Manager Stevens stated 
to the D e m o c rat 
to day that lack 
o f funds had co mpelled him to give 
up o ne feature that he felt co nfi­ 
dent 
wo uld have affo rded great 
pleasure to the tho usands that will 
attend the fair daily. 
He had the assurance o f the win- 


ners o f prizes at the ho rse sho w 
held in St. Lo uis last fall thut they 
wo uld be glad to make an exhibit 
here if their Actual expenses were 
paid, and he has been figuring to 
that end, in ho pes that the sub­ 
scriptio ns to the fund wo uld reach 
$4,000. 
It is no w kno wn 
that 
they will no t aggregate that figure, 
ho wever, and hence this feature is 
o f necessity abando ned. 


Capt. Stevens to day 
clo sed a 
co ntract with an additio nal attrac­ 
tio n in the way o f two Irish delin­ 
eato rs, who do the so ng and ddnce 
act in the highest style o f the art. 
“ W e have at last decided defi­ 
nitely where we will erect o ur 
stages,” said Capt. Stevens, ‘'and 
no do ubt yo ur readers will peruse 
the info rmatio n with interest. 
“ W e will have o ne stage o n 
Main and Ohio streets. 
A seco nd 
will be placed at Seco nd and Osage 
streets and a third at vSeco nd and 
Ohio . 
At Third and Ohio streets 
we will have at least o ne stage and 
po ssibly two . 
Other stages will 
be erected at Fo urth and Ohio and 
Fifth and Ohio , 
“ Our intentio n is to shift the at­ 
tractio ns daily. 
Fo r instance, the 
peo ple who play at Main and Ohio 
streets Mo nday will appear at Fifth 


a n d Ohio streets Tuesday. No street 
attractio n will appear o n the same 
stage two co nsecutive days. 
“ The midway 
plaisance tents 
will be erected o n Main street, and 
will take up the entire space fro m 
Osage to Kentucky street, extend­ 
ing half way acro ss the latter tho r­ 
o ughfare, so o f co urse there will be 
no driving alo ng that particular 
space. 
“ The who le amusement business 
co nnected with the fair will be un­ 
der the supervisio n o f a general di­ 
recto r, who will have at his dis­ 
po sal five messenger bo ys and two 
mo unted co uriers in unifo rm, who 
will anno unce to the multitude at 
what ho ur a certain attractio n is 
to be presented at a given po int. 
This will keep the cro wd o n the 
mo ve co nstantly, and I feel co nfi­ 
dent that Sed’alians will witness 
the liveliest week in the city’s his­ 
to ry. 
“ There will be no travel o n 
Ohio street by vehicles during the 
week o f the fair—-that is, between 
Main 
and 
Fifth 
streets. 
The 
trades’ pro cessio n and fio wer pa­ 
rade will pass o ver this ro ute, but 
it is no t kno wn as yet whether 
street car traffic will be shut o ff 
no rth o f Fifth street. 
“ It is abso lutely necessary that 
this 
space 
be 
clo sed 
to vehi­ 
cles. 
The 
bo o ths 
will 
ex­ 
tend 
fro m 
the 
sidewalks 
to 
within 2A feet o f the rail o n each 
side o f the track. 
If vehicles were 
allo wed to pass o ver this space, it 
is natural to infer that so me team 
wo uld beco me frightened and run 
away befo re the clo se o f the week, 
in which event several lives might 
be lo st. 
“ In o ther cities where street 
fairs have been given the tho ro ugh­ 
fares have been clo sed to the pub­ 
lic alo ng the space where bo o ths 
were erected,and It will be the same 
way here. 
“ By the way, befo re I fo rget it, 
I wish yo u wo uld request the mer­ 
chants who pro po se to erect bo o ths 
to advise Secretary Blo ch at o nce. 
So me have an idea that the space 
is so ld. 
This is no t true. A bo o th 
co sts no thing— that is, unless so me 
perso n erects o ne fo r the purpo se 
o f selling go o ds. 
If fo r the exhi­ 
bitio n o f his go o ds o nly, the space 
is as free as the air that we breathe.

H. Marshall, a Chica go livery ma n, 
were pra ctica lly ruined one night

The hairs were pulled 
out by the roots, and so ma ny of 
them were taken that ea ch animal 
wa s left with a mere stub.

Rose wa s put through a severe 
cross-ex a mina tion by Ca pt. La vin 
and Lieut. Cla ncy and a dmitted 
that he had purchased 32 pounds 
of hair from Miller on Sa turda y 
morning.

“ The elevated stages are a nov­ 
elty which have won favor, for the 
reason that acts which properly be­ 
long in the ring can be more agree­ 
ably presented there.

is resented by the public.

platform’ would be more to the 
point, since platform sounds cir- 
Gusy, and while suggesting the ly- 
ceum, is not histrionic. 
“ The late W . C. Coup, when 
manager 
of the Barnum circus 
twenty-odd years ago, was an in­ 
satiable hunter after novelty. This 
energy and enterprise on his part 
caused him to lose sight of the 
main point— that it is a plain circus 
that is wanted. 
He made a costly 
error in consequence. 
“ As a circus the Barnum show 
was an enormous success, but Coup 
wa s not satisfied. 
He well nigh 
abandoned the old idea and brought 
out in 18 7 4 what he called ‘Bar- 
num’s Hippodrome and Congress 
of Na tions.’ 
While a splendid and 
novel entertainment 
in itself, it 
wa s not a circus. 
There was no 
clown, no tumbling, no aerial ex­ 
ercises. 
It disappointed on this 
account, and the season was a great 
financial disappointment and led to 
Mr. Coup’s leaving the Barnum 
show. 
Mr. Barnum had too wise a 
head not to see what was wanted. 
“ What is true of the circus is 
true of the stage. 
If Sol Smith 
Russell, or De Wolf Hopper, or 
Na t C. Goodwin, or Francis W il­ 
son, or Wm. H. Crane, w^ere able, 
in delineating a new character, to 
wipe out all recollection of their 
manner and methods in other parts, 
they would disappoint. The quaint

7.— A 
c r o w d e d trolley car of the Shelton 
street line jum ped the track on a 
high trestle over P e c k ’ s S tream at 
3 : 1 5 o ’clock yesterday afternoon, 
and, top p lin g over, w e n t crashing 
d o w n into the canyon, 50 feet be­ 
low . 
O f the forty-five passengers 
on the car w h e n it fell, thirty-six 
are reported dead. 
T h e disaster 
occurred at O ronoque, 
six miles 
from here. 
T h e scene of the disaster is be­ 
t w ee n 
Shelton 
and 
Bridgeport. 
T h e car w a s northbound, running 
t o w a r d Shelton. 
It w a s in charge 
o f ' C o n d u cto r 
John 
Carroll, 
of 
B rid g e p ort, 
w h o 
is 
a m o n g 
the 
killed, 
and M otorm a n H amilton, 
of B ridgeport, who escaped death 
b y ju m p in g. 
T h e trestle is 440 feet long, made 
of iron, w ith 
stone 
foundations, 
and w a s not protected by guard 
rails. 
South of the trestle is an in­ 
cline d o w n w h ich the car ran at a 
high rate of speed. 
A f t e r it ran on to the trestle for 
about ten feet, the trucks left the 
rails, and then the car continued 
on the ties for 75 feet, 
w h en it 
w e n t off the trestle, and dropped 
into the pond below, overturn in g 
com pletely and up-ending. 
W h e n 
the car struck, the four-ton motor 
and the h eavy trucks crushed into 
it, instantly k illing m a n y of the 
passengers.

A few clung to the inclined sides 
of the plank, but at least 150 were 
struggling in the water.

outer end of the opening.

of stupefaction 
the work of rescue commenced. 
Ropes and life preservers

in groups in a death grapple. 
M a n y were taken from the water 
unconscious and were revived with

g oes ou t at nig h t, if he can help 
it, drinks v ery little and, therefore, 
shou ld hav e been the last m an in 
th e U nite d S tates ^ senate to hav e 
this m isfortu ne.

k w inte r th a t the senator fou nd it 
absolu tely necessary to accom pany 
som e constitu e nts abou t W a s h ing ­ 
ton in the ev ening , and after they 
had v isited v ariou s places, none of 
w h ic h S e na tor C ockrell kne w a ny ­ 
th ing abou t, they w e nt to G ersten- 
be r g ’s saloon, the best know n place 
in W a s h ing ton to people w ho like 
beer, 
C ockrell did not know G ersten- 
berg from any other G e rm a n citi­ 
zen of W a s h ing ton, bu t G ersten- 
berg kne w the senator by 
sig ht, 
a nd seeing him e nter the saloon for 
th e first tim e, he felt flattered and 
receiv ed the statesm an w ith all the 
g race a nd cordiality he cou ld com ­ 
m a nd. 


It therefore follow ed th a t a g ood 
deal of beer w as consu m ed, and the 
^conv ersation 
tu rne d u pon 
beer, 
drifte d to a discu ssion of G erm an 
dishes a nd finally to cheese in its 
v ariou s form s. 
S e na tor C ockrell w as interested. 
H e had nev er cared m u ch abou t 
cheese, a nd had, therefore, nev er 
ta sted L im bu rg e r, 
and 
said

G e rste nbe rg w as astonished.

senator, he declared, had been de­ 
priv ed

pleasu re. H e at once ordered some 
L im bu rg e r and insisted th a t the 
senator try it. 
T h e senator, how ev er, declined. 
H e w as afraid to eat cheese at that 
hou r, fearing for his dig estion.

C ockrell noth ing abou t his 
v isit to G e r s te nbe r g ’s on the pre­ 
c e ding nig h t. 
T h e day prom ised 
to be a w a rm one, and in dressing 
the senator decided to w ear a lig ht 
alpaca coat instead of the heav ier 
P rinc e A lbe rt. 
H e w e nt dow n to 
breakfast, leav ing the P rince A l­ 
be rt a nd the cheese, g e tting along 
as w ell as they cou ld tog ether. 
H e w e nt to the senate, rem ained 
th e re all day a nd retu rned home 
late in the afternoon, after a hard 
a nd try ing da y ’s w ork. 
W h e n he 
e ntered his room he w as astonished 
find the fu rnitu re 
all m ov ed 
ô v er in one corner, a section of 
floor in th e oth er corner torn u p, 
a nd 
th e back w all of his closet 
com pletely rem ov ed. A kit of car- 
pe nte r ’s tools reposed on the table, 
and the room g enerally indicated 


the operations of some stu rdy and 
hard w orking m echanics. 
“ W h a t does this

senator dem anded of|his wife.

A g u i­ 
naldo 
declared

dictator 
more th a n a y ear ag o, he notified 
the pow ers of his action, bu t re­ 
ceiv ed not the slig htest response. 
S pain had not su rrendered to the 
U nite d S tates at that time. 
A g ain, 
w hen A g u inaldo claim ed to hav e 
org anized a rev olu tionary g ov ern­ 
m ent and proclaim ed himself pres­ 
ident, he g av e notice to the world. 
N obody paid any attention to the 
am bitiou s insu rg ent. 
T h e retu rn of foreig n consu ls 10 
M anila, each presenting 
his cre­ 
dentials to G ov . G en. Otis, is all 
the ev idence needed of the tru e sit­ 
u ation. 
T h is g ov ernm ent is 
the 
only pow er recog nized in the P h il­ 
ippine s; and there is no probabil­ 
ity th at the insu rg ents will be rec­ 
og nized ev en as bellig erents. 
W h e n the peace com missioners 
were neg otiating at Paris, it was 
recog nized 
th a t 
the 
sov ereig nty 
ov er the P h ilippines'm u st rest w ith 
S pain or the U nite d States.
